Tempting Syrian Recipe 


For Cooking ‘Dry Beans 


.By Tda Bailey Allen 


6€LJOW long do most 


homemakers usually 
soak dried limas and other 
beans before cooking?” 

..“Overnight,. Chef, But it is 
the wrong method, because it 
sometimes starts germination, 
which. catises loss of nutrients or 
even spoilage. Besides, \t makes 
the preparation of dried bern 
dishes so long drawn out that 
they ‘are not often prepared in 
most homes. ; 

Yet dried beans. are both de- 
liclous and’ satisfying, when 
well-prepared, and decidedly 
within the budget. However, 
although classed ss proteins, 
they are secondary, “and do not 
contribute full’ nutritive value 
unless teamed with at least “4 
the amount of animal protein in 
the same menu.” .
